Private Walter Jones enters "Nights are long since you went away" 
Hiawatha Scrambled Eggs Whippenpoof Albert Holtz enters and the 
Soldier from the Highlands assumes a German accent "Wogs and 
Jerrys and probably a band of Turks" and the Soldier's girlfriend 
is named Sally and when she the Soldier looks at the Hershey Bar 
that Private Jones gave her she thinks the Hershey Bar is a photo- 
graph of Sally and the Soldier is now convinced that Jones and 
Holtz are babies and sings "Just a baby's prayer at twilight when 
lights are low" "Anchor's Away" "Mademoiselle from Armatiers" 
"You're in the army now" "Johnny get your gun, show the Hun you're 
a son of a gun" "Over there, over there, send the word that the 
Yanks are coming" "If you want the old batallion I know where they 
are" and the Soldier is captured by Jones and Holtz because Jones 
calls out "Inspection arms" and the Soldier hands her gun to Jones 
and the Soldier is captured and the Soldier and Jones and Holtz 
march out singing "If you want the old batallion I know where they 
are" period form and survival and form and destruction where when 
how a soldier at war and the setting is "A peaceful outpost" and 
as the play progresses the songs become more and more frequent the 
necessity of form in the lifeboat.
